LIGHT 



A t the age of 10, 1 lived in a shed. 
Concrete slab and Colorbond 
shell, with a basic bathroom and 
an eclectic collection of fabric strung 
up to partition off one end. Behind the 
curtain were beds for us girls, lined up 
dormitory style, with chests of drawers 
used for storage and zoning. The living 
area, with Mum and Dad’s bed in one 
corner, and a kitchen on the diagonal 
occupied the rest of the space. 

We were there for a year, on a beautiful 
rural block, while my parents, with help 
from various quarters, cleaned about 
40,000 salvaged sand stock bricks to build 
our new house. My father’s vision, the 
lovely location, expansive glazing and an 
excellent brickie meant the resulting 
home was a pretty beautiful place to live. 
But we were also extremely happy in that 
simplest of dwellings, the shed. 


I was reminded of this when I first read 
that this year’s recipient of the Australian 
Institute of Architecture’s Gold Medal, 
Sydney architect Peter Stutchbury, was 
living in a tent dwelling on the site of what 
will be his next home. Living under canvas, 
safari-style (and through some torrid 
weather conditions), he’s uncovering the 
nuances of the land, ensuring the home 
that eventuates will have an intimate 
relationship with its site. And tent living 
has reinforced Stutchbury’s long-held 
commitment to lean, low-energy buildings. 
“It makes you realise how little you need,” 
he told journalist Kate Legge recently. 
“Real beauty is found with the least 
number of ingredients and the most 
amount of thinking”. 

Each of the homes in this issue, from 
inner-city Sydney, Melbourne and Perth 
to semi-rural NSW and Victoria, explores 
a considered, measured approach to 
design and a willingness to rethink space 
and build in more flexibility. Every abode, 
from a single gal’s city apartment to two 
dwellings for downsizers and a young 
family’s home, is carefully zoned, energy- 
aware, fitted with creature comforts and 
beautifully decorated. And each one is 
completely in tune with the owner’s 
lifestyle and location. There are even two 
‘sheds’ among them. You were ahead of 
your time Dad!

Elower Show report. Simply gorgeous.

THE OPEN PLAN ? 

A chef and furniture restorerhave carved a big-hearted 
home out of a rustic barn in NSW’s Southern Highlands, 
and now delight in sharihg the fruits of their labour. 





H&G AT HOME WITH 



T he first time Brigid Kennedy and Kevin Nott laid eyes on their 
future home it was a 41xl2m barn. A barn with a concrete floor 
and double-brick walls, but a barn nevertheless. Set on 40ha of 
undulating land near Berrima, a historical village in the Southern 
Highlands of NSW, the barn was on the first package of land released 
by Boral when it divvyed up a 1214ha former quarry in 2011. 

Both Brigid and Kevin come from rural families but had spent years 
carving out careers in Sydney: Brigid is a chef and author who owns 
an event space at Walsh Bay and Kevin is a landscaper by trade; a 
furniture restorer by preference. For this couple, buying the property 
was the first step in a return to full-time country life. 

It took 18 months to convert the barn into a home, during which 
time they camped out in a partitioned- out corner of its cavernous shell. 
Kevin took on the role of owner-builder, living on-site full-time. Brigid, 
who lives in Sydney during the week, where her teenage son is at school, 
helped at the property on weekends. 

Despite having eight renovations under her belt, Brigid says this 
conversion was no picnic. “Kevin used to throw water over - at! - me 
for a shower and there was no toilet,” she says. From the outset they 
decided to add another storey to the barn, with a separate entrance 
and four bedrooms to be run as boutique farm-stay accommodation. 

On the ground floor, in their two -bedroom home, Brigid has created 
an open-plan space that reflects the home s origins and speaks to its 
bucolic surrounds. Room-wise, the kitchen was her focus. As a chef 
who specialises in slow-cooking, she had her heart set on an ►

◄ industrial kitchen with three ovens. One Emilia and two Bakbar 
models were duly installed, as was a vast island bench that can seat six. 

Design-wise, paint colours were her primary concern. “We took 
every green in existence and worked out which three had the most 
harmony,” says Brigid. This turned out to be Dulux Plantation Green, 
used in the guestroom, a now-discontinued colour called Blaxland for 
the trims and Porter s Paints Chintz Grey in the living areas. 

Today the homestead is surrounded by 2ha of companion-planted 
gardens. There are vegie beds as well as vegies dispersed among the 
trees; onions surround the brassicas to keep white cabbage butterflies 
away; chives, garlic and basil ward off aphids from the roses. Silver 
birch, poplars, magnolias and native frangipani are dotted throughout. 
Beyond this is an orchard planted in fig, quince, medlars, apricot, plum, 
peach, pear and apple trees. There is also pasture for the couple s five 
horses and accommodation for a brood of ISA brown hens. 

The newly christened Loch farm is a study in building a lifestyle 
around what you love. On a fine day, Kevin refurbishes antiques on the 
verandah, which he sells from the old stables. Brigid spends Saturdays 
harvesting produce for her delicious condiments and jams, which she 
sells at the Loch Sunday Stall, located on her front verandah. As Brigid 
says, slowly and steadily, their dream is coming to fruition. ►

KITCHENS 



Start with the practicalities 
of location and layout before 
adding a personal stamp with 
materials, finishes and colours, 
writes Darren Palmer. 



T here was a time when planning a kitchen was 
relatively simple. First, you chose a layout: U 
shape, L shape, galley or island. Next, you had to 
consider the work triangle - the relationship between 
fridge, sink and stove - and make sure there was no more 
than a step or two between each. Then you added a bench 
and storage, and the job was done. 

You still need to consider all these things, of course, 
and the work triangle is no less important. But these 
days, kitchens have morphed into strenuously functional 
and beautifully designed spaces. 

Innovation is what today s kitchens are all about. And 
while it can be tricky to find a balance between current 
and enduring styles, trends present a good way to educate 
yourself on the latest materials, styles, profiles and fittings. 

But first things first. As with any room, it s important 
to know just what you need to achieve. Think about the 
space and the size of your current kitchen, as well as its 
location. Where does it sit in relation to the living and 
dining zones? Is it already in the right spot, or could you 
relocate it to better serve the occupants and the flow of 
the home? And how big does your kitchen need to be in 
order to function properly? 

Once you lock in the location and size, and have a 
rough idea of the layout, look closely at storage. Think 
about all the things you need to accommodate: pots and 
pans, plasticware, glasses, crockery, cutlery, food, cutting 
boards, appliances and odds and ends such as plastic 
wrap and tea towels. Every one of those things needs 
a home. Each drawer and cupboard needs to have a 
designated function, so you know where everything will 
go and can make sure that everything will ultimately fit. 

Think about what form this storage should take in 
order to suit the objects inside, and the level of access 
you need to make working in your kitchen a breeze. 

Anything located above eye level must obviously be a 
shelf, either open or behind doors. Drawers work better 
under benches than cabinets more often than not. They 
allow you to see all the contents within and to easily grab 
just what you need. Dividers for large, wide drawers offer 
a great way to stack glasses, plates and bowls for easy 
under-bench access. Eor odd corners there are brilliant 
fittings that allow you to pull out an entire corner unit, 
so you can see everything within. ►

◄ Pull-out pantries are the bomb but not all are created 
equal. Personally, I like to customise them with a mix of 
drawers and open shelves. You can also buy fittings that 
split the contents into two sections for accessibility, as 
seen above: the front shelves are attached to the door 
and as you open it, the rear shelves move forward. That 
means nothing will languish in the back for years. 

Next, consider the aesthetic angle on storage. What 
will the drawer and cabinet fronts be made from? 
What is the best colour and material solution? White is 
a safe and popular choice, but there are ways to jazz it 
up and elevate it to something special. Benchtops, 
splashbacks (think tiles, mirror, or stone), handles and 
door profile styles all add extra interest. 

Go wild thinking about contrasting materials - timber, 
veneer, vinyl wrap, polyurethane, laminate - and exciting 
finishes. Mixing different textures, colours, gloss levels 
and patterns can give you a unique and bespoke look. 
Start a scrapbook, put your choices together and make 
sure that they work on paper before applying them to 
the real world. A big risk can bring big rewards but as 
this is one of the most expensive and enticing spaces in 
any house, make sure you create the right kitchen for 
you, your family and your home. H&G

+ Laminate benchtops are a 
good low-cost option for 
a quick revamp or budget 
improvement. They come 
in options that mimic 
timber and stone, as well as 
classic and on-trend colours. 
Square-edge laminate 
profiles are Conducive to a 
slick, contemporary look, 
while rolled bullnose edges 
suit a traditional aesthetic. 
The only real drawback is 
that because laminates come 
in set lengths, youTl have 
subtle join lines in corners 
and on very long benchtops.

Quilting. The word evokes 
communal sewing sessions and 
remnants of fabric, but quilts are 
supremely personal - the tattoo 
art of tbeir time. In i888, Christina 
Brown of Lithgow, NSW, stitched 
a silk ‘crazy' quilt covered in 
domestic objects, flowers and 
private symbolism. Similarly, an 
intricate quilt by NSW woman 
Clara Bate featuring oddities such 
as bugs, bobbins and handcuffs 
became so well known that the 


Duke and Duchess of York popped 
in to admire it while touring 
Australia in 1927. The craft largely 
remained a hobby until Tracey 
Emin used the medium for her 1993 
work Hotel International, the first 
‘punk' quilt. In a new exhibition. 
Labours of Love, early quilts 
are displayed alongside a new 
generation in which artists use the 
medium to address contemporary 
issues. The Wedding Quilt by Lucas 
Grogan features 4000 polyester 
flowers appliqued on synthetic silk 
to emulate a bridal bed. It also has 
an open-ended date, pointing to 
the unresolved issue of legalising

ANGLEPOISE 
LAMP 


A little tinkering with a spring led 
to the birth of a design ‘miracle’ 
writes Chris Pearson. 


A S a car designer, George 

Carwardine could often be found 
tinkering in his workshop. In 
1932, seeking ways to improve vehicle 
suspension, the Brit devised a spring 
mechanism that could be flexed in any 
direction but would remain fixed when 
stationary. It was of no use in a car, so 
what could he use it for? The lightbulb 
moment came two years later: an 
articulated task lamp with pivoting arms. 
Ideal for assembling car parts, he thought. 

Carwardine's lamp featured a sequence 
of counterbalanced springs near a 
weighted base, allowing the arms to be 
moved into and remain in any position. 

By combining this functionality with 
a concentrated beam, Carwardine had 
invented directional lighting. 

Realising his Anglepoise had potential as 
a desk lamp for professionals, he licensed 
its manufacture to Herbert Terry & Sons, 
which released the 1208 commercial model 
in 1934. The next year, the company 
supplemented this with a domestic 
version, the 1227, with a stylish three-tier 
base. In 1938, Terry updated the 1227, 
introducing a two-tier base and a brighter 
bulb. This classic version remained in 
production for more than 30 years. 

While wartime stymied domestic 
production, it also triggered demand, 
with battery-powered Anglepoises fitted 
to bombers. One such plane ditched in 
Loch Ness - and the lamp still worked 
when it was salvaged 40 years later. 

Postwar, the Anglepoise went from 
strength to strength. In 1969, the Model

75, with a round base and trumpet shade, 
replaced the 1227. This in turn was 
updated in 1989 by the Apex 90 series. 

In 1996, leading UK designer Sir 
Kenneth Grange named the Anglepoise 
his favourite object, calling it "a minor 
miracle of balance". Among British icons, 
it rubs shoulders with the Mini, red 
double-decker buses and Concorde. 

WHAT IT MEANS TO US 

Thanks to its knack of bending with 
the times, this classic shines on. In 2003, 
Anglepoise hired Sir Grange to revitalise 
its range. He introduced the Type 75, with 
a crisp, modern profile, and the handsome 
Type 1228 series, a tweaking of the 1227 
and "the most fashion-forward design 
in our portfolio" says Anglepoise. 

It might be an old-timer, but the 
brand eschews stuffiness. The Giant 1227 
floor light, three times the size of the 
original lamp and in out-there colours, 
was added to the collection in 2006. 

In 2008, designer Anthony Dickens 
unveiled the Fifty, which features the 
profile of Carwardine's creation 
irreverently etched into moulded plastic. 
And last year, the company launched 
a jazzy Type 75 in fuchsia, lime and 
cornflower, by colourful UK fashion 
designer Sir Paul Smith. 

"Anglepoise pioneered mechanical 
motion in lighting," says Richard Munao 
of Cult, the local supplier since 2007. 
"Supremely functional, it has remained 
relevant since the 1930s, yet the brand 
has also evolved, producing an iconic 
series of practical, balanced-arm task 
lamps, design classics that are woven 
into British society." 

And elsewhere. "I have two Anglepoise 
Type 75 desk lamps at home as well as 
the Giant 1227," he says. "We have Type 
75s on all the desks in the office too. 

The whole team loves them." H&G

A riane Prevost took just 15 minutes to decide to buy the 
block now occupied by her small, yet paradoxically 
sprawling, home. At only 395m^ in area, with a 1970s 
townhouse sitting on it, the property was not what she had 
in mind when looking for her next home. However, as an architect 
and developer whose three adult children had left the nest, Ariane 
saw that this block, in a riverside suburb of Perth, could present the 
perfect downsizing opportunity for herself and her husband Neil. “I 
saw the site s beauty and the freedom it could afford us, so the idea 
of downsizing and becoming empty-nesters became easier,” she says. 

The modernist-style house she has created is neatly ensconced 
between neighbouring homes. Its front courtyard is shielded by a 
whimsical screen in weathered, reclaimed junkyard steel. And, as in 
Ariane s previous home {H&G November 2012), the main entrance is 
positioned in the middle of the property, accessed via a side path. Once 
through an oversized, pivoting front door, the internal courtyard lies 
directly ahead, with private zones - two bedrooms, a study and two 
bathrooms - to the right. To the left, the rear of the house is given 
over to an open-plan living, dining and kitchen area. Outside, on the 
timber deck, an external spiral staircase provides access to a self- 
contained rooftop studio. 

Ariane doesn’t define this as a fixed two-bedroom, two-bathroom 
home with studio, however. It is a far more fluid proposition. “The walls 
and floors are continuous but all the walls were put in as semi-permanent 
structures so I can adapt the space when I want to,” she says. ►

Ariane's design is as much about keeping cool in 
Perth summers as it is about maximising space. 
"The best test of our home was in January [2015], 
our hottest day since the 1960s," she says. "We 
walked in and it was hot, so we opened up the 
house. Within three minutes, it was cool." And the 
insulated wall panels that clad the rooftop studio 
are so efficient, guests staying there sometimes 
sleep under a quilt after a 40°C-plus day. 


◄ “I am into ‘beauty comes in small packages’,” says Ariane. “I was 
ready to shed the shackles of too many material things. Now I only have 
things that mean something to me.” 

This home’s footprint may be small but Ariane’s design, with its 
cleverly intertwined indoor and outside spaces, makes it seem much 
larger. The main bedroom and ensuite connect to the central courtyard 
and the guestroom opens to the front courtyard. The study looks out 
to a wall covered in Boston ivy, while at the rear of the house there’s a 
deep deck and a garden shaded by poplars. Full-height glass bifold doors 
along the dining area wall, the living area and almost the entire rear 
of the home can all be opened and closed as the couple desires. 

Topping it all off is the arresting structure of the studio, its origami- 
like folds spray-painted in a custom shade that matches the zingy yellow 
of a Meyer lemon. Hundreds of timber lengths laid over the exterior 
will grey with age to complement the yellow underneath. 

Inside, the same bright shade frequently pops up, from the castors 
on the kitchen bench to an upholstered ottoman. It’s an unexpected 
turn of the colour wheel for Ariane, for whom natural and burnt 
colours had previously been a signature. She says it was inspired by 
the high-visibility vest she wore on site during the build, but the colour 
could equally indicate the sunny mood that this house induces in 
its occupants. 

“Every day when I wake up, no matter the season or time of day, my 
house has on its happy face,” says Ariane. “It just feels good.” H&G

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ot many people are lucky enough to find a vacant block on 
the fringe of the Sydney CBD, let alone one with approved 
house plans drawn up by architects who’d designed the 
home for themselves. This was the fortunate situation 
that Tamara and Paul Robinson found themselves in when hunting for 
a home for their family in 2012. 

The wheels were set in motion when Tamara dropped in to visit a 
friend who lived nearby and admired her recently completed renovation. 
It turned out that project had been designed by architects Joel Farnan 
and Michelle Findlay, who had lived in the area for years. “My friend 
mentioned that Michelle and Joel’s block of land was available and that 
the plans were amazing,” says Tamara. “She introduced us to Joel, who 
took us through the designs. We were instantly hooked.” 

After buying the property and launching into a 14 -month construction 
project, with email support from Joel and Michelle, who’d moved 
interstate, the couple and their five-year-old daughter Cameron 
are now reaping the rewards of a thoughtful and beautifully executed 
design concept. 

At street level, the contemporary facade of the house is nonetheless 
respectful of the aesthetic and scale of the surrounding heritage terraces. 
Step inside and the glow is uplifting. Two lightwells allow natural light 
to permeate all three storeys. The design, described as ‘kaleidoscopic’ 
by the architects, creates a real sense of openness and connection 
between rooms and levels. “You catch different views as you move 
through the house,” says Tamara. ►

Voids, skylights and well-positioned windows afford almost every 
room a framed view. On the ground floor, two bedrooms and two 
bathrooms are arranged around the central lightwell. Upstairs are 
Cameron s bedroom and a guestroom.

The results are outstanding, and the flexible design allows everyone 
in the family to have their own space, now and in the future. “We’ve 
put so much into this house, we can’t imagine ever leaving it.”

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T his simple steel house nestled into bushland near Daylesford, 
about one-and-a-half hours’ drive north-west of Melbourne, 
almost didn’t eventuate. Owner Pierina Dalle Nogare had 
settled on a design with architect Joe Toscano, director of 
DP_Toscano Architects, when newly introduced bushfire regulations 
threatened to hijack the project. “I was at my wits’ end. I was told that 
building a house here - in a bushfire zone surrounded by Crown land 
- would be problematic,” says Pierina, who shares the house with her 
partner Joseph Buttazzoni and their poodle-schnauzer cross, Essa. 

Pierina, who designs fashion accessories under the label Redivivo, 
bought the property in March 2010, envisaging that she would spend 
three to four days a week in her bush retreat, working away in her studio. 
The remainder of the week would be spent in her inner-city Melbourne 
apartment. Instead, she spent the next 18 months negotiating with 
authorities and local bureaucrats. “The consent came down to removing 
just a couple of trees,” says Pierina. The trunks of those trees are stacked 
to one side of the site as a reminder of the lengths she had to go to in 
order to achieve her dream. 

“My brief to Joe was fairly simple,” says Pierina. “I wanted a low- 
maintenance house where the materials are expressed. My main criteria 
was that I was able to see the landscape from every part of the house, 
blurring the division between indoors and out.” 

“The budget was relatively modest so I knew we would have to look 
at cost-effective ways to fulfil the brief,” says Joe, whose solution was 
to take a standard farm shed and remodel it to suit Pierina’s needs. ►

Part of the plan for this home was to provide 
a peaceful workspace for Pierina and Joseph, 
who restores old telephones. The studio, situated 
a short walk from the house down a meandering 
garden path, is everything they had dreamed of. 
"Although the path linking studio and home is 
crossed several times a day, having that separation 
allows for concentration when the tools are out," 
says Pierina.

The front and rear walls of the two-bedroom house are made from 
corrugated steel, with floor-to-ceiling windows cut into them to reveal 
views of the nearby gully. The side walls are made from translucent 
polycarbonate, with two layers of steel webbing hung externally for 
decoration. Pierina says the polycarbonate walls were a stroke of genius: 
“I love how light it is and the silhouettes of the gum trees continually 
animate the interiors”. 

In the main bedroom, the plywood bedhead doubles as a wall of 
joinery for the dressing room behind, while in the main bedroom s 
ensuite, Pierina s request for Views from every angle’ was accommodated 
literally. “I asked Pierina to sit in the bath to check the layout before 
the plumbing was fixed,” says Joe, who placed the bath on an angle in 
order to capture the views. 

While the design appears relatively simple, it’s a lesson that less is 
considerably more. Subtle decorative elements lift the building above 
its industrial origins: a skylight at the entrance creates a magical glow 
upon arrival, stained plywood lines the ceiling and the concrete flooring 
is beautifully polished. Details that make the house a home.

This home is designed to sit lightly in the 
environment. "If you walk down the hill, you're 
not aware the house even exists. It's not until 
you come to the end of the drive that the house 
becomes visible," says Pierina. "The structural 
elements adapt to the topography so as to 
minimise excavation," adds architect Joe Toscano. 
Boosting the home's green credentials are 
solar panels and rainwater tanks, and recycled 
materials were used wherever possible.

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O n the verge of becoming empty-nesters, David Lawson and 
Dianne Ramsay seized the opportunity to begin a new chapter 
in their lives. “Like so many people our age, we realised we 
were living in a house that was too big,” says David. “Our 
choices were to spend all of our time cleaning or find something smaller.” 

David and Dianne, both former architects, have renovated several 
homes together over the years. Indeed, Dianne had sketched rough 
reno plans for this smaller abode, a 150m^ three-bedroom 1940s house 
on Sydney s Lower North Shore, before seeking the input of local 
architect Matt Elkan. 

The three workshopped the possibilities, eventually settling on a plan 
to demolish the third bedroom to create an internal courtyard and 
build two new pavilions at the rear. The front two bedrooms and formal 
living room - which features a coffered ceiling, leadlight windows and 
timber joinery - were retained, the character intact. 

The two new pavilions, one housing an open-plan kitchen/dining/ 
family room and the other, a self-contained studio, have sawtooth roof 
profiles that deliberately slope to the south to allow northern light into 
the main living spaces. “The roof profile allows light to come over the 
top of each pavilion and the floor is solid concrete, which has good 
thermal mass,” says Matt. “We wanted the house to feel at one with the 
environment, with minimal heating and no artificial cooling.” 

This home is a model of efficiency in terms of layout as well. “The 
tiny block made us think small in our design,” says Dianne. “Matt 
proposed flexible solutions, such as banquette seating in the living ►

Dianne and David live an active lifestyle and their 
home's practical, indoor-outdoor design and 
beachside location allows them to enjoy it to the 
fullest.

"The design process was a real test of all of our 
environmental ideals and how committed we 
were to applying them," says Matt.

This is the life 

Thoughtfully zoned and comfortably furnished, 
Amanda's apartment works as idyllic retreat and 
social hub. A large balcony facilitates parties while 
the peaceful location and nature-inspired decor 
create an ideal setting for 'me' time. "It doesn't feel 
like I'm only a couple of kilometres from the CBD," 
says Amanda. "It's so peaceful, right next to the 
Yarra bushlands." Just outside is a riverside cycling 
path where she walks four-legged pal Charlie. 
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W ith a direct outlook to the canopy of 
bushland fringing the Yarra River, 
living in this Melbourne apartment is 
akin to being in a treehouse. For owner 
Amanda Michael, this urban eyrie in an inner-eastern 
suburb is a long way from the city studio where she used to 
live, which had barely enough room to swing a brolly. 

Bringing the outside into her treetop home was a key part 
of her brief to interior designer Aaron Wong of Alexander 
Pollock Interiors. But while Amanda sought a calming 
sanctuary, she also wanted a home that could put on its 
make-up and best frock to entertain a crowd. 

“Amanda wanted a space that reflected the native greenery 
of the view,” says Aaron. “She wanted modern but also 
earthy and casual, a place where it would be easy to entertain.” 
Something with a sophisticated vibe, adds Amanda, but 
also fun and vibrant for an owner in her 20s. 

Aside from the view, the newly built property had many 
virtues when she first saw it in 2014. “It was near the CBD 
and I liked the layout, the balcony and walk-in wardrobe,” 
she says. “It was so different from what I was used to.” 

But the layout did have its drawbacks, and Amanda worried 
about the relatively dark dining area. “I wondered how we 
were going to make it work,” she says. Aaron came to the 
rescue with a light, airy palette and a sculptural pendant 
light with glass shades hung above a transparent tabletop. 

Structurally, he left the apartment untouched, the only 
alteration being new timber flooring. Once inside the front 
door, the dining area is tucked behind a wall to the left, 
beside the kitchen. Service areas, including two bathrooms 
and the laundry, are located near the entrance at the 
southern end, leaving the leafy views to the living room ►

◄ and the two bedrooms, which all front the north-facing 
and beautifully roomy balcony. 

A priority for Aaron was to turn the apartment into an 
easy entertainer. “There’s ample seating for guests. The 
dining table is close to the kitchen and a stylish setting for 
dinners,” he says. The balcony is also unexpectedly large 
for a two -bedroom apartment, so he furnished that space 
as a chic outdoor living and entertaining area, complete 
with armchairs and a coffee table as well as a hanging chair. 

Nature pervades this apartment, not just in the vista of 
the sky and bushland but in its tactile material choices - 
which include linen, grasscloth wallpaper, jute, leather and 
timber - and earthy colours. “The palette mirrors the views 
of the Yarra River and native flora,” says Aaron. 

Meanwhile, recurring chevron patterns and bold splashes 
of feature shades add the youthful pizazz that Amanda 
requested in her brief These qualities are instantly apparent 
in her bedroom, which is Amanda’s favourite space, not just 
because of the view but for its graphic wallpaper and 
adjustable pendant light, which doubles as a main and a 
reading light. “I wasn’t sure about the wallpaper at first,” 
says Amanda, “but Aaron said, ‘Trust me, it will be great.’ 
And it is - it looks amazing.” ►

Celebrating the opening of the Mamohato 
Children's Centre in Lesotho, this vibrant 
show garden transported Chelsea visitors 
to southern Africa. It was created to raise 
awareness of the Sentebale charity, 
sponsored by Prince Harry and Prince 
Seeiso of Lesotho, which provides 
healthcare and education to children in 
Lesotho affected by poverty and HIV. 

The central building, constructed using 
traditional African materials and methods, 
represents the entrance to the centre. In 
front and behind it, the design evokes the 
wider landscapes of the nation. "As well as 
the dry, arid scrubland, there are pockets 
of running water in the higher altitude 
area of the Thaba-Bosiu mountain range, 
hence the inclusion of the waterfall and 
the cooler colour palette," says Keightley.

"I wanted to achieve a welcoming feel,

Designer James Basson 
Sponsor L'Occitane 

The rich sights and scents of Grasse in 
south-eastern France, the historical 
centre of perfume-making, were captured 
in this evocative garden, which departed 
from the manicured perfection of a typical 
Chelsea display. Designed to recreate a 
rural scene from the fringes of Grasse, 
it depicts the subtly terraced fields where 
perfume ingredients would traditionally be 
grown on family allotments, as well as a 
lavoir, or communal laundry of old. Typical 
Provencal plants that play a key role in 


perfumery include iris, bergamot, 
lavender, thyme, fig and citrus, all of 
which are present here. "This is a very 
authentic garden," says Basson, who has 
a home in Grasse. "That's partly because 
of the tufa stone used for walls, steps and 
channels. And the plants are real because 
instead of being perfect, there's lots of 
dried and dead material, and faded 
flowers. Most of the wild plants in the 
understorey are natives that self-seed, or 
escapees like white-flowered caraway." ►

Inspired by the Bauhaus design movement 
of the early-20th century and the work of 
Modernist architect Marcel Breuer, this 
beautifully proportioned garden was 
designed as a prototype gathering place 
for a small inner-city community. It also 
represents a state of balance between 
nature and the manmade environment 
in which people and wildlife can flourish. 
The layout has strong architectural form, 
with a backbone of linear concrete walls 
and geometric hedging. "It uses basic 
shapes, a series of rectangles and circles, 
and simple materials - just concrete, 
corten steel and cedar," says Frost. Clearly 
defined areas of lawn, garden beds and 
water are bisected by the flowing curve 
of a cedar path. Two rectangular water 
walls lead to long pools of water, an 
example of a communal paddling pool, 
says Frost. At the far end, a cedar-clad 
retreat provides a sunken sitting area and 
a rooftop viewing platform with wildflower 
plantings and a beehive. ►

The drama of this garden lay in its play 
of light and shade, the contrast of its built 
forms and fragile plants, and synthesis 
of old and new. The floating platforms 
were inspired by 1930s architecture and 
by prehistoric monuments throughout 
Britain, says Hawkes. "They allow you 
to pass through the garden without 
damaging the tender woodland plants. 
They also create excitement through the 
contrast of their mass with unfolding 
springtime plants." An underground 
stream, glimpsed through a series of 
openings, adds another layer. Hawkes has 
used timeless materials in very different 
ways. Granite boulders look raw and 
earthy compared to the intricacy of 
hand-cut slate. A hole in the canopy is 
designed to send shafts of light into the 
garden, illuminating different plants at 
different times of day. The slightly wild 
planting uses a green palette, with accents 
of blue, purple and white, evoking country 
hedgerows and woodland clearings. ►

Jo Thompson designed this garden to 
represent a hideaway, distanced from 
the hustle and bustle of modern living.

They're beautiful and 
the engineering sets a new benchmark for 
forward-thinking design. 

Your plant of the moment? So many 
choices...

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THE DEEP END 



When the dining is done, 
there’s nothing so satisfying 
as sipping on an aromatic and 
intensely flavoured digestif, 
writes Toni Paterson. 



W hether a digestif actually aids 
digestion is debatable. But 
sitting a little longer while you 
sip your drink gives food more time to 
settle and that’s never a bad thing. Having 
said that, many digestifs are made from 
fruit, herbs, spices, seeds, bark, flowers and 
roots, some of which - anecdotally, at least 
- may have a positive effect on digestion. 

There are many types of digestifs, 
ranging from liqueurs to spirits to distilled 
versions of local wines or fermented grains 
that have been aged in oak. They are often 
distinctive, such as the sweet, spicy and 
herbaceous German tipple Jagermeister; 
or dry, spicy and bitter like the Italian 
amaro Fernet-Branca. 

Liqueurs are sweet and strongly 
flavoured. In France the prefix ‘creme’ is 
used in conjunction with the substance it 
is made from - creme de cassis is made 
from blackcurrants; creme de menthe from 
mint - and refers to its consistency, not 
the addition of fresh cream (as in Baileys 
Irish Cream). The best examples have 
intense, linear characters. 

Angostura bitters ($20/200ml) is a 
concentrated aromatic bitter that also 
comes in an orange version ($15/100ml). 
For a warming and satisfying after-dinner 
drink pour a nip or two of your preferred 
dark spirit over ice and enhance with bitters 
- two dashes of aromatic and one of orange. 
Stir in a little brown sugar for balance. 

Whisky, made from distilled fermented 
grain, is for some the ultimate digestif. 


It’s most famously made in Scotland, 
where origin, producer, age, grain and oak 
type all impact the flavour and mouth-feel 
of the whisky. Ireland, Japan and Australia 
also produce quality whisky. Single malts, 
made exclusively from malted barley and 
batch-distilled at a single site, are prized 
for their unique aromas and flavours 
whereas the best blended whiskies are 
made from a range of grains, and/or from 
multiple distilleries, and are prized for 
their balance and harmony. 

American whiskey can be made from 
rye, corn and/or barley. Kentucky bourbon 
is made primarily from corn and is aged 
in charred new-oak barrels. Tennessee 
whiskey is made in a similar way but is 
filtered through sugar maple charcoal, 
making it incredibly smooth. 

Light rum is made from distilling 
fermented sugar cane juice whereas dark 
rum, which is stronger in flavour, is made 
from caramelised sugar or molasses. 

Brandy is distilled wine, aged in barrels. 
The French regions of Cognac and 
Armagnac produce highly revered styles. 
Cognac is said to be more elegant and 
refined, due in part to a double distillation, 
though many prefer the assertive and 
spirited character of Armagnac. In general, 
the longer a brandy is aged in oak, the 
more intense, complex, and consequently 
expensive, it is likely to be. 

Calvados is a type of apple brandy made 
in Normandy from the distillation of cider 
and oak-aged for at least two years. H&G

W hen it comes to roasting meat, many people will do anything they can 
to avoid including the fat and bone. And that makes me sad. We need 
fat; it s an important part of our diet. And, leaving bones attached 
to the meat when cooking helps it to retain moisture and flavour. It also serves to 
regulate the cooking process. The best part about a standing rib roast is that it has 
fat well-distributed throughout the cut and you have no choice but to leave the fat 
with the meat as it cooks. It also sits beautifully on the bone and is easy to carve. 
While the oven is on, keep the theme going with some lovely roasted veg to serve 
on the side. Too easy! 


ROASTED CABBAGE 
WITH MUSSELS 

Prep: lo mins. Cooking: 2 hrs. Serves 6 . 

1 whole medium savoy cabbage 

2kg black mussels, cleaned and trimmed 

3 cloves garlic, thinly sliced 
Few sprigs fresh thyme 

2- 3 fresh bay leaves 
Vicup (125ml) white wine 
220ml extra-virgin olive oil 

4 bunches chives, chopped very finely 

1 / Preheat oven to 190 °C (170 °C fan). 
Place cabbage on a baking tray and roast 
for 2hrs or until soft all the way through. 

2 / Meanwhile, heat a large saucepan with 
a tight-fitting lid over high heat. When 
saucepan is hot, place mussels, garlic, 
thyme, bay leaves and wine in saucepan 
and immediately cover with lid. Cook for 
5-6mins, shaking pot from time to time. 

3 / Strain mussels into a colander set 
over a clean saucepan; set mussels aside. 
Return liquid to medium-high heat and 
simmer until reduced by two-thirds. 

Stir in the oil and set aside to cool. 

4 / Remove mussel meat from shells, 
leaving a few whole to garnish. Place in 
a bowl with mussel dressing and chives. 

5 / Remove outer leaves of cabbage and 
slice into wedges; drizzle dressing over. 
Garnish with reserved mussels. 

SLOW-ROASTED CARROTS 

Prep: 10 mins. Cooking: 1 V 2 hrs. Serves 4 . 
250g butter 

8 large carrots, scrubbed 

3- 4 cloves garlic, peeled and sliced 


Few sprigs fresh thyme 
180g roasted hazelnuts, crushed 
Small piece fresh horseradish 

1 / Preheat oven to 170 °C (150 °C fan). 

2 / Heat a small roasting tray on the stove 
over moderate heat; add butter, cook until 
foamy. Add carrots and season well; toss 
to coat. Transfer tray to oven and roast 
until carrots are very soft, about l-T/zhrs. 
Remove to a plate; slice lengthways. 

3 / Return roasting tray to stove over 
low heat. Add garlic and thyme; cook 
until fragrant. Add hazelnuts, toss to 
combine; spoon over carrots and grate 
horseradish on top. 

STANDING RIB ROAST 

Prep: 10 mins. Cooking: 1 V 2 hrs. Serves 6 . 
3kg standing rib roast, bone in 
V 2 bunch fresh thyme 
Small knob ginger, grated 
1 head garlic, separated into cloves 

1 / Remove meat from fridge 30mins 
before using. Season well with salt only. 

2 / Preheat oven to 190 °C (170 °C fan). 

3 / Place 2 tbsp olive oil in a roasting tray 
and heat on stove over medium-high heat. 
Sear roast on all sides until well coloured, 
about 8-lOmins. Remove from heat. 
Scatter thyme and grated ginger on top 

of meat; arrange garlic around tray. 

4 / Roast for Ihr 20mins or until cooked 
to your liking, basting with pan juices 
from time to time. If necessary, cover 
with foil to prevent over-browning. Rest 
at least 30mins before serving. H&G

I t takes a village to make a teacup. That’s the first thing I learn when touring Stoke- 
on-Trent. This English midlands town, about three hours’ drive north-east of 
London, has long been synonymous with fine china: Wedgwood, Spode and Royal 
Doulton all had their headquarters here. Although today there are fewer factories 
than in the town’s Victorian heyday, some things have not changed. The labour- 
intensive manufacturing process is one of them. 

As the guides are quick to tell you, every piece of pottery produced in these factories 
- plates and teacups, bowls and vases - passes through 25 pairs of hands before it is 
ready to ship. 

Wedgwood, Emma Bridgewater, Moorcroft and Middleport Pottery are among the 
factories offering tours that take visitors through the entire production process. We 
start in the workshops where liquid clay - called slip - is poured into moulds to make 
cups, and solid clay is pounded and smoothed out to make plates. Erom here, we follow 
the wares as they are glazed and repeatedly fired. 

At each stage of the process, separate tasks are performed by specialised workers, 
many of whom are blessed with wonderfully archaic job titles. Over the course of two 
days, I encounter dippers and fettlers wielding equipment including jiggers and jolliers. 
The job of a fettler, for instance, is to examine each piece as it comes out of the mould, 
removing any seams or visible markings with a damp sponge. The most fascinating 
part of the process is the decoration, which is done in different ways at different 
factories. Whatever the technique, the artists’ skill makes them mesmerising to watch. 

At Emma Bridgewater, they create graceful flower patterns on mugs and teapots 
armed with just a simple sponge. At Middleport Pottery, the intricate patterns for 
Burleigh pottery are transferred from a sheet of tissue paper and worked into position 
with a damp flannel. To cover the awkward angles formed by spouts and handles, 
the decorators select, snip and fit into place small segments of paper, working at an 
astonishing pace. 

At Moorcroft, which specialises in art pieces, the richly coloured decorations are 
thrown into vivid relief through a process called tubelining. Thin trails of liquid ►

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◄ day are piped onto each piece, emphasising the shapes and colours 
of the pattern. 

The fact that these centuries-old traditions have survived is a minor 


miracle, given the fluctuating fortunes of Stoke-on-Trent. At its 19th- 



century peak, it was one of the most prosperous places in England. By 
the 1970s and ’80s, however, the industry was in crisis, unable to compete 
with cheap imports. Between 1998 and 2008, the industry lost 20,000 
jobs; even the renowned firm of Spode moved its operations offshore. 

These days, however, optimism is in the air. Spode was bought by 
Portmeirion Group, which has returned some of its manufacturing 
to Stoke-on-Trent. Newcomers such as Emma Bridgewater have 
established themselves, while the venerable Middleport Pottery factory 
- which produces Burleigh’s floral-patterned pottery, the delicate 
latticework of Leedsware and the brilliantly hued Poole pottery - has 
received a new lease of life. Thanks to £8 million, courtesy of Prince 
Charles’ The Prince’s Regeneration Trust, the Victorian factory has 
been restored and is now open to visitors. 

Another boost to the region was the much anticipated June opening 
of the World of Wedgwood. This visitor’s centre offers a factory tour, 
museum and design studio visits. Meals are available at the Dining Hall, 
but a more opulent option is afternoon tea in the Wedgwood Tea Room, 
where 52 blends of Wedgwood’s own tea are on offer.

W ashing, ironing and dealing 
with clothes occupies at least 
two hours a week for the 
average household, according to 
the Australian Bureau of Statistics.

save your energy 

Take the sting out of electricity and gas bills by making 
a few simple lifestyle changes, writes Harvey Grennan. 


E lectricity and gas make up a big slice of the 
household budget so it pays - or more to the point, 
saves - to use energy wisely. 

There are some very simple ways to save hundreds of 
dollars a year in power costs - and there are even more 
savings if you dig a bit deeper. For example, washing 
clothes in cold rather than hot water could save you about 
$124 a year according to the Australian Department of 
Industry and Science. Drying laundry on a clothesline 
instead of in a dryer once a week could save you about 
$70 annually, and turning games consoles off rather 
than switching to standby could save up to $169 more. 

That’s only the start. Still more savings can be found 
shopping around for the best deal from power and gas 
retailers, buying energy-efficient appliances (for help, see 
our Buyer’s Guide on page 183) and by adopting off-peak 
hot water or time-of-use pricing. If you have a smart meter 
installed, it can tell you when you are using the most power 
and your electricity distributor maybe able to offer time- 
of-use pricing. With this you are charged different rates 
for different times of the day. With off-peak or time-of-use 
pricing, the more you move your energy use away from 
peak to non-peak times the more you save. Turn on the 
dishwasher and pool pump at night rather than during 
the day or only use the clothes dryer at weekends. 

Most new electrical appliances - fridges, airconditioners, 
washing machines, computer monitors and so on - are 
required to have the energy- efficiency rating clearly 
labelled. There is also an energy-rating scheme for pool 
pumps, although this is voluntary. The more stars, the 
less energy the appliance consumes and the lower its 
greenhouse-gas emissions. A six-star appliance may cost 
more initially but it will save you money in the long run. 

Electric hot-water heaters account for about a quarter 
of household energy use and have been phased out in 
some states. Any replacement should be a more efficient 
gas, solar or heat-pump unit. 

Understanding your energy bills is an important step 
in managing energy consumption. Address the biggest 
sources of energy use - usually hot water, heating and 
cooling, and standby power. 



If your energy consumption is high in winter, consider 
using warmer bedding or sealing gaps around doors and 
windows that are letting in draughts. You might also 
want to invest in roof insulation, heavier curtains (with 
a pelmet) or a more energy-efficient heater. Close doors 
or pull on a jumper before turning up the thermostat. 

In summer, consider more efficient ways of cooling 
your house - open windows for cross-ventilation and 
opt for fans rather than airconditioning, for example. If 
you have a pool, run the pump only in off-peak periods. 

Fridges are a common cause of energy leakage. For 
optimum efficiency, the fridge should be positioned in 
a cool spot (that is, away from the stove). Check door 
seals regularly for cold air leaking out and allow hot food 
to cool before placing it in the fridge. 

Use thermostat controls to minimise energy use while 
keeping your home comfortable. Operate computers, 
printers and home entertainment for the shortest amount 
of time and turn them off at the power point when not 
in use. And switch off any unnecessary lights. 

Your best opportunity to manage energy use efficiently 
is often when you are building or renovating. A well- 
designed floor plan and appropriate orientation on your 
block can make a huge difference. Choose energy-efficient 
building materials such as double-glazed or laminated 
windows and use plants and trees to provide shade and 
protection from wind. The council may require you to 
observe energy- and water-saving regulations but, if not, 
undertake a home sustainability assessment. ►

LITTLE CHANGES, 
BIG DIFFERENCE 

+ Wash clothes in cold water 
and only wash full loads. 

+ Run the dishwasher only 
when it's full, scraping 
plates first and following 
with a cold-water rinse 
if needed. Fit a low-flow 
showerhead and take 
shorter showers. 

+ In winter, set the 
thermostat to 18-20°C; 
in summer, set it to 
25-27°C: the closer 
the set temperature 
matches the ambient 
temperature, the less 
work the heating/cooling 
system has to do. Every 
extra degree increases your 
energy use by between 
5 and 10 per cent. Close 
internal doors and only 
heat or cool the rooms 
you are using. 

+ In winter, open curtains 
to let the sun in and 
close them before it gets 
dark to keep the heat in 
- especially while your 
heater is on. In summer, 
close curtains during the 
hottest part of the day. At 
night open curtains and 
windows to let warm air 
out and cool breezes in. 

+ Turn off additional fridges 
and freezers when not 
needed or, better still, get 
rid of them altogether. Fill 
the kettle and saucepans 
with only as much water as 
you need. Reduce pool filter 
running time to the safe 
minimum. Dry clothes on 
the line rather than a dryer. 

+ Any items that have a little 
light on or clock are using 
power, and your mobile 
phone charger is drawing 
power even when your 
phone is not plugged in. 
Turn off appliances at the 
wall when not in use.

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THE GREEN POWER SWITCH 


To truly make a dent in your household s greenhouse-gas 
emissions, you need to access renewable energy 

For many Australians, solar power is the most effective 
option. The Australian PV Institute operates a live tracker 
that charts photovoltaic installations and generation 
(pv-map.apvi.org.au/analyses). At the time of writing, 
the tracker estimated that solar panels are currently 
generating a total of about 4.2 million kW of energy. 

“The key to getting the most out of your solar is to 
ensure you run most of your appliances while you’re 
generating power through the day, and to invest in a 
bank of batteries so you can store your own power,” says 
Mark Byrne, energy market advocate for the Total 
Environment Centre and one of the people involved in 
collaborating with Greenpeace to produce its Green 
Electricity Guide. 

This independent online guide (find it at www. 
greenpeace.org) delivers a state-by-state ranking of 
electricity retailers against seven criteria (including the 
retailer’s balance of investments in fossil fuels and

renewables), creating a tool homeowners can use to switch 
to more environmentally friendly power companies. 

“When you switch to a greener power company you 
send a message to the other providers to do the right 
thing by the environment and hopefully change the face 
of the electricity sector in Australia,” says Byrne. 

If the greenest electricity options are not available 
where you live, your next best option would be to take 
up GreenPower from one of the major energy retailers 
in Australia. By purchasing GreenPower, you commit 
your electricity provider to purchasing the equivalent 
amount of electricity from accredited renewable -energy 
generators (harnessing wind, solar, water or bioenergy 
power, for example). 

According to the latest GreenPower annual audit report 
(2013) there are more than 578,000 households in 
Australia that displace some, or all, of their annual 
electricity usage with GreenPower. More than 680,000 
megawatt hours of GreenPower were purchased by 
households in 2013. 

“At present 87 per cent of Australia’s electricity is still 
generated by coal and gas-fired power stations,” says 
Byrne. “The GreenPower program is currently under 
review and I anticipate that one of the recommendations 
for change might be that you can only buy a minimum 
of 50 per cent GreenPower.” The review’s findings will 
be delivered later this year. - Sarah Pickette H&G

Our resident decorating expert 
Rose-Marie Hillier reveals ways 
to create the illusion of space and 
lists her favourite family-friendly 
soft-flooring options. 


Q We have a very narrow entry 
hall and would like some advice on 
the best colour to paint the walls - 
other than white please! 

Peta Pettit, via viewa 
A You can visually expand an area 
and create the illusion of space with a 
few clever decorative tricks. Creating 
a contrast between the ceiling, floor and 
walls - with darker tones on the floor 
and the ceiling and lighter tones on the 
walls - will lead to an effect that visually 
pushes the walls out. Another suggestion 
is to avoid contrast altogether and use 
tonal variations of colour for a seamless, 
flowing effect. I like the idea of painting 
your walls in a pale grey such as Dulux 
Dieskau or Taubmans Still Here, using 
quarter strength for the ceiling and half 
strength for the trim. When it comes 
to placing objects, focus on the diagonal 
- arrange any furniture at an angle to 
avoid a narrow ‘bowling alley’ look. 

You could also consider mirroring 
one of the long walls; this will throw 
off reflections to visually expand the 
width of the room. Position a hall table 
against this mirror. Furniture that allows 
light to filter underneath is also a good 
idea. Avoid hanging your photos and 
artworks in a long continuous line - 
hang pictures in random groups instead.

Outdoor space has become 
a highly prized and valuable 
commodity in urban living 
environments, writes 

Harvey Grennan. 



BALCONY SCENE 

A functional balcony needs to be 
an extension of the internal living 
space, says Harry Karadimas of 
SJB Architects in Sydney. "It needs 
a minimum depth of 2m, preferably 
2.5-3m. A good design also takes into 
account privacy and views; on an 
upper floor this may mean a glass 
balustrade, and on a lower floor 
an opaque or solid balustrade." 



SAVVY DEVELOPERS PLACE A LOT 
OF EMPHASIS ON CREATING USABLE 
BALCONIES AND TERRACES. 


A n accepted wisdom in the 
real estate industry is that 
the inner suburbs of capital 
cities outperform middle- and 
outer-ring suburbs. Whether they 
rent or buy, Gen X and Gen Y want 
to live close to work, entertainment, 
and cafes. Retired couples have also 
discovered the joys of skinny flat 
whites. Prominent Sydney real 
estate agent John McGrath recently 
said that suburbs close to the city 
will be “hot forever”. 

With ever more people opting 
to live in urban apartments, there’s 
one factor that can make a huge 
difference to lifestyle and property 
price, and that’s a decent balcony, 
terrace or courtyard. Australians 
love the outdoor life wherever they 
may park themselves, and the 
traditional backyard is morphing 
into a useable alfresco space. 

Anyone looking for a property 
close to the city will know that 
older apartments generally have 
small balconies that are pretty 
useless for families or entertaining, 
and that townhouses in inner 
suburbs, even old and unrenovated 
ones, are in strong demand because 
they offer courtyard spaces. 

John Yannakis of LJ Hooker in 
Sydney’s Glebe says that a unit 
with a good-sized balcony or 


courtyard commands a significant 
premium. “They’re a big selling 
point. There’s a development in 
Glebe where there is a difference 
of $100,000 between the price of a 
unit with a smallish balcony and 
one with a courtyard.” 

Savvy developers place a lot of 
emphasis on creating useable 
balconies and terraces. Mirvac, for 
example, has enlisted landscape 
designer Richard Unsworth to 
assist with the landscaping of 
inner-city apartment projects. 

Buyers, particularly those with 
small children, also value the 
proximity of a park. The economic 
and health benefits of open space 
in densely populated areas have 
been well researched and are 
recognised by local government 
authorities. The City of Sydney, for 
example, has more than 420 parks 
and open spaces. It spends up to 
$25 million a year on maintaining 
and improving its green spaces. 
In just one new urban release 
area. Green Square, it is planning 
another 16 to 19 new parks and 
open spaces. 

In Melbourne, it’s a similar story. 
The city has 480ha of parkland 
and is working to increase its tree 
canopy, to make urban living 
healthier and happier. HU

Look for low-consumption performers J # 

when sourcing kitchen or laundry 
appliances, writes Sarah Pickette. 



A ppliances can be energy-hungry beasts. They account 
for one-third of the average household s electricity 
expenditure - but you can reduce that figure by factoring 
in energy efficiency next time you’re buying whitegoods. 

“If you haven’t bought an appliance recently you might be 
surprised at how much better some of the latest releases perform 
in comparison to older models,” says Anne Armasin, energy 
expert at Origin Energy. “Take the always-on fridge; if you 
replace a 15 -year- old model with a new one you will save at least 
$100 a year in running costs.” 

Today’s refrigerators consume an impressive 75 -per- cent less 
electricity than models manufactured in the late 1970s, says ►

Induction cooktops work 
thanks to built-in 
high-frequency 
electromagnets that 
generate a powerful 
magnetic field when 
steel or iron cookware is 
placed on its surface. This 
causes the cookware itself 
to heat up - without 
wasting energy heating 
the cooking surface. 
"Induction cooking is 
recognised as one of the 
quickest and most efficient 
methods of cooking, 
allowing instant and 
accurate temperature 
control," says Aleks Efeian, 
brand manager for Bosch. 

"As an example, our 
induction cooktops with 
3.3kW PowerBoost heat 
up to 2L of water from tap 
temperature (15 °C) to a 
low boil (90 °C) in just

marketing at LG Electronics. “Even as 
recently as 2010, 4-star energy rated fridges 
largely didn’t exist,” he says. “But in 2014 
sales of refrigerators with 3.5 energy stars 
or higher grew by nearly 11 per cent and 
those with energy star ratings of 1.5 or less 
declined by about 50 per cent.” 

The energy-star rating system - in which 
more stars equals better energy efficiency 
- has made appliance consumption 
comparisons easy. It may have been around 
since 1985 but the program continues to 
evolve, with a 10 -star high-performance 
label now available for particular products 
(refrigerators and televisions) that 
have been continuously developed to 
become more efficient than a six-star label 
would represent. 

“Choosing a less energy-efficient 
appliance over a more efficient model is 
like rejecting a big discount on the ticket 
price,” says Alan Pears, sustainable energy 
and climate researcher at RMIT University. 
“Your choice locks in energy costs for the 
life of the appliance. Saving just lOOkWh 
per year can be worth more than $250 
over the 10 -year life of an appliance - and 
maybe a lot more.” 

A 2014 BIS Shrapnel report into 
Australian buying practices showed that 
shoppers tend to rank energy efficiency 
fourth when it comes to appliance 
purchase decisions (behind price, size or 
capacity, and brand reputation). There is 
one exception, says Aleks Efeian, brand 
manager for Bosch: dishwashers. “When 
it comes to dishwashers, energy and water 
consumption rate as the top driver in the 
buyer-consideration process,” he says. 
“We’re consistently striving to reduce 
energy and water consumption without 
compromising on performance.” Built 


into Bosch’s new Series 8 ActiveWater 
dishwasher is what the company calls 
Zeolith drying technology: natural zeolite 
minerals convert moisture into heat 
energy, meaning less energy is required 
to complete the drying process. 

Clothes dryers are another category 
where inroads have been made into 
lowering energy consumption. “Dryers 
are perceived as expensive to run,” says 
Rachel Lewis, product manager of laundry 
and care for Miele. “Customers place 
considerable importance on the star rating 
of dryers. Our heat-pump dryers achieve 
six stars, but they’re 20-per-cent more 
efficient than the current highest star 
rating.” Washing machines perform 
better than ever, too - in terms of both 
energy and water consumption. Motor 
improvements and sensor technology in 
the latest models ensure they deliver an 
outstanding wash performance using 
minimal resources. 

Every manufacturer realises energy 
efficiency is the key aspect of performance 
and they must strive to continuously 
refine their products. The results of 
improvements made in the past decade 
are already evident, says Pears. 

“According to my estimates from data 
in the Department of Industry review, the 
value of energy saved in Australia in 2013 
alone was about $3.2 billion. Of this, some 
$2.7 billion was saved by households, 
mostly through improvements in appliance 
efficiency,” he says. “The savings in energy 
use were equivalent to seven per cent of 
all Australian electricity consumption: an 
average Australian household saves 
about $6 per week thanks to appliance 
energy efficiency.”

Replacement value 

Ever wondered whether it's worth replacing your old fridge? Alan Pears, sustainable energy 
and climate researcher at RMIT University, believes so. An example, he says, is a 15-year-old 
two-door fridge with a motor that runs a lot of the time (this indicates it could be faulty). 

It's likely to be costing $100 a year more to run than a new, energy-efficient refrigerator. 
"When you consider you'll probably to have to buy a new model in the next five years 
anyway you're better to start tapping into those energy savings sooner rather than later."

Smokebush is one of my favourite trees - I have 
200 of them. I cut them for their purple foliage 
and plume -like flowers or when they turn red, 
orange and yellow in autumn. This branch and 
its rings were formed in one season. 


Every autumn we prune the thousands of 
‘Rugen- Alexandria' strawberry plants that 
are vertically planted around our house in 
Monbulk, Victoria. It's a hybrid variety similar 
to a wild strawberry and the plants become so 
lush that it's hard to see the pots. The kids love 
the fruit - as does the local rosella population! 


Once a week I try to walk the 
kids to school, always taking 
our much-loved German 
short-haired pointer, Molly. 


When I first started out, I spent a lot of 
time foraging, and picking wild fennel was 
a must. I now grow it, fertilising it with 
compost from the restaurants. It grows 
incredibly tall and is so much more 
beautiful than the wild stuff I used to pick. 


About 15 years ago I was 
commissioned to create lights 
for the Stokehouse [restaurant], 
I made them from old training 
wire that flower growers use.
